Nicolas Store building 
will be Aruba’s newest 
restored monument 




Oranjestad — last year the 
Aruba Monument Fund¬ 
ing Foundation purchased 
the Nicolas Store project 
in San Nicolas for the ex¬ 
press pu rpose of restoring 
the landmark building to be 
deployed, by the Commu¬ 
nity Museum. Presently the 
museum is located with the 
former ET Arends building 
close by. It has always been 
the plan tor the Community 
Museum to expand and dis¬ 
play more of the enormous 
inventory, with internation¬ 
al standards. Not only is the 
building filled with fascinat¬ 
ing artifacts from the former 
Antiquities Museum, but the 
people have come forward 
to provide interesting stories 
ot the history of San Nicolas 
and the items on display. The 
purpose was always to pres¬ 
ent an interactive experience 
with personal, insight fill in¬ 
formation of Aruba, its peo¬ 
ple and cll Itu re, 

The Nicolas Store is in the 
process ot being an official¬ 
ly recognized monument by 
the Aruba Monument Bu¬ 
reau, enabling the founda- 
tion to obtain the necessary 
funding tor the project from 
the N attonal Restoration 
Funds. This adds it to the 
list of structures under the

protection of the Monument 
ureau. of which there are 
presently more than 30, but 
to which they would hope to 
add many more. 

The official declaration 
ot landmark status will be 
signed next week, and after 
six weeks it wi 11 officially be 
afh rmed m onu ment. T h i s 
is the hrst such monument 
in private hands obtained 
by the Monument Funding 
Foundation. Now the work 
will commence to restore the 
building to its original glorv. 
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lersiicolas Store project is 
key indicator ot the vision 
t the government for Aruba 
and development of under the 
administration ot the Min¬ 
ister of Tourism, Transport, 
Primary Sector and Cul- 
ture, Otmar Oduber. Minis¬ 
ter Qduber h as clearly stated 
the potential to develop San 
Nicolas as a second tourism 
capital. They envision the 
eastern town as a ’‘Cultur¬ 
al Heritage Center" where

Press group condemns photographer’s 
arrest in Colombia 


MIAMI (AFP) - A media advocacy group 
yesterday condemned the Labor Day arrest 
ot a press photographer in Colombia, calling 
on authorities to investigate the incident. 

Esteban Vanegas, a photographer tor the 
Ei Colombiano and Q'hubo newspapers, 
was detained last Thursday while cover¬ 
ing Labor Day protests in the northwest- 
ern city of Mede 11m. H e was charged with 
attacking an official and released :atet th at 
day according to the Inter American Press 
As soc i at i on (. APA).

Oralijestad, Aruba: Many tourists avoid 
the cold weather at home and come to 
Aruba tor 30 and some even tor 90 days, 
to enjoy the nice ambiance of the island 
wi tM friendly people and great weather 
that everybody loves. 

" DIMAS has a new policy that impacts 
different countries without any expla¬ 
nation and or services tor assistance' 1 ex¬ 
plained Dave Gglive. Canadian resident , 
who has been coming to Aruba for more 
t n an 9 yea rs c on s een 1 1 vely G n 

Apri. 1st, DIMAS has enforced a new pol¬ 
icy which indicates that all guests must 
extend their stay in A nib a atter 50 days. 
This extension may be grand but unfor¬ 
tunately it can also be denied to tourists 
visiting our island tor many years. 

"1 am retired and always had travelled to 
Aruba for four months. The implication 
lies when you come to Aruba there is no 


guarantee that you can stay tor 4 months, 
so you have to buy a ticket tor 50 days and 
while on vacation you will be forced to 
go to DSMA3 if you want to extend your 
staying [t it gets approve after 50 days. 1 
am forced again to buy a ticket tor only 
50 days and then would have to go back 
to the airlines^to change the ticket. The 
average price tor changing a ticket is 331 
dollar per ticket, that won fa be 662 dollars 
tor my wife and [ which will definitely 
not going to happen. It's easier going to 
another island where this policy is not in 
effect.'" explained Mr. Gglive 
^ D1 MAS a I so i nt ro d u ced an agreement 
tor the tourists which is finding an Aruban 
guarantor to sign for their staying on the 
isfan d. “if DIMAS grants our staying, we 
need to find someone that will be respon¬ 
sible tor us. 1 spend 20.000 dollars for the 
3 months in Aruba and 1 have two friends 
who spends 15.000 doll ars each which to¬ 
tals to 50.000 dollars and we certainly do 



not need or want anyone to be responsible 
tor us as we know how to take care of our- 
selves. We are snowbirds. w r e want to avoid 
the winter, which is more than 50 days, 
and we are retired from the air torce, we 
are not looking tor a job m Aruba, we are 
hot looking to immigrate to Aruba at all, 
we only want to stay and have a pleasant 
time.'" added Mr. Gglive. 

The focus tor this policy is mainly to 
slow down the amount of immigration 
of illegal workers, finding |obs or nolnes 
for their family from places tar worse than 
Aruba, Nevertheless, by implementing this 
policy they did not do eneough research 
to find out w r hat the impact w r ould be on 
other type of person that frequently visits 
Aruba/’ Next year w r e will go to Antigua 
for 120 days without any problem because 
I cannot visit Aruba anymore' cone In ded 
Mr. Gglive 
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Proposed regional health regulations

ORANJES * AD -Forthe fist time, Aruba played 
host to the Caribbean Public Health Agency 
(CARPHA) annual cohgr ess, which took place 
from May 1 through 3 in OraiiiestacL An enor¬ 
mous number of issues were addressed, but the 


mam theme of this year's congress was chronic 
illnesses an d the to II the y would eventually take 
oh population, health services and the stressed 
economies of small island nations. 

One presentation that was of particular inter¬ 
est was the officially launching ota collaborative 
effort by CARPHA ahd the Caribbean Tourism 
Association, CTO, to set health standards, in 
both regulations and procedures, throughout a 
region that most economies are, at the veryjeast, 
50% dependent on tourism. A number ot very 
important advocates were present at the launch, 
including the Premier ot the Turks St Caicos 
Island. Dr Rufus Ewing and the Minister of 
Tourism of Antigua and Barbuda, John Magin- 
ley, the latter particularly well known for being 
active and vocal on the matter tor several years. 
As a former Minister of Health tor his country, 
Maginley is well acquainted with the challenges 
in both sectors. 

All present expressed thejr deep concern for el¬ 
evating the health standards for not only tourists 
to the region, but the multitude of those work¬ 
ing directly m tourism, and the impact o fh av- 
ing a disease imported to an island by someone 
on vacation. This is something that health and 
tourism agencies have to consider and confront, 
with plans in place to prevent widespread out¬ 
breaks, and how to handle the situation when 
one occurs. 

Dr. Lisa Indar Coordinator for Tourism and 
Health tor CARPHA. out lined the challenges 
and the controls that the two agencies would 
hope to see enacted to control such incidents, as 
well as food service, sewage and waste disposal 
and sate water source standardization and regu¬ 
lations. 

The main goal is K To improve health, safe¬ 
ty quality and sustainability of the C aribbean 
tourism industry and thereby contribute to the 
industry being more competitive, resilient and 
sustainable/' she explained. Their strategy is an 
"Integrated Health, Safety and Environment 
management approach ot combining training, 
surveillance, monitoring and response, standards 
implementation and research to add ress the crit¬ 
ical Link between health and tourism.” 

Some ot their main objectives include 

* Provide timely alerts ot health , environ¬ 
mental and social events to support health mon¬ 
itoring efforts and stimulate a rapid and coordi¬ 
nated response

Implement food and environmental 
safety, training and certification 

* To establish credible and affordable re¬ 
gional certification and recognition system tor 
improving health, safety and environmental 
quality in the tourism sector 

* To promote a healthy workforce and re¬ 
duce avoidable health cost to employers 

* To increase awareness and promote mu¬ 
tual understanding, partnership and collabo¬ 
ration at national and regional levels between 
tourism, health and environmental stakehold- 

| ers to add ress tourism and health as a joint pri- 
! ority 

* To develop partnerships, networks, re¬ 
source mobilization and business strategies tor 
sustainability ot th e tourism and health program 

Locally generated issues regarding food and 
water-borne diseased are the most common 
cause ot illness to Caribbean travelers resulting 
in $250million in revenue losses from 2000until 
2005, alone. Among them are food and water¬ 
borne sickness caused by the Norovirus, Sal- 
monel.a, Shigella, Guard]a Staphylococcus and 
E. col], Ve ctor borne diseases such as Dengue 
have been on the ris e and incidents ot respiratory 
illnesses such as Legionnaires'' Disease and flu 
strains such as HlNl 14 Swine Flu 11 have caused 
damaging headlines and dilemmas for health 
and tourism officials. 

Regarding such issues, it is important to note 
that 91% ot the LAC population have access 
to sate drinking water, but only 24% is quality 
controlled, 77% have adequate excreta and liq¬ 
uid waste disposal, but many are obsolete and 
pollute the valuable coastal environment. ! ‘Beach 
and coastal water quality are being seriously de¬ 
graded by uncontrolled dumping ot. solid waste 
and litter on beaches or inland, explained Dr. 

I ndar. 

What the CARP HAD TO collaboration pro- 
P2 ses is the implementation and enforcement 
of a "ere set of credible and affordable Carib¬ 
bean-wide Health, Safety and Environmental 
(HSE) ‘'clean and green* Standards, Certifica¬ 
tion and Recognition System. Minister Mag- 
Kley pointed out that such organizations as 
Green Globe, which is a private company, and 
the certification they offer is profit-based, if re¬ 
sorts can afford to pav their tee. they can attain 
a Green Globe certification. Smaller, perhaps 
family owned operations, however, which may 
richly deserve the recognition, cannot afford it, 
A public ally organized system of certification 
would be affordable to all, and will also provide 
potential travelers a standard by which to make 
their choices tor destination, accommodations, 
cruise ships, activities and dining. It would be 
a win/win situation tor all invo Ived in tourism, 
from the operations providing services, the gov¬ 
ernment agencies attempting to regulate them 
and insure safety tor all, to the consumers and 
employees. 

How long it would take such measures to be¬ 
come official practices is anyone guess. Stand¬ 
ards and certification cou Id be set through the 
CARICOM Regional Organization for Stand¬ 
ards and Quality (CRGSQ) or a special branch 
dedicated specifically to the task. The lists of 
those certified would be published on the CTO, 
CHTA and CTDC websites with links to in¬ 
ternational tourism and health websites, That 
such standards exist and are adhered to would 
be widely promoted in travel seminars, to agents 
and on Youtube, thus promoting safer travel and 
sustainable tourism for the region.

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Boko Haram attack kills hundreds 
as Nigeria offers reward for girls 


KANO (AFP) - A new Boko 
Hamm massacre lias killed hun¬ 
dreds in Nigeria's northeast, a 
senator said yesterday, as poll ce 
ottered $300,000 dollars tor in¬ 
formation leading to the rescue 
of more than 200 schoolgirls 
held hostage by the Islamists. 

The latest insurgent attack 
targeted the town of Gamboni 
Ngala on the border with Cam¬ 
eroon, where gunmen this week 
razed scores of buildings and 
fired on civilians as they tried to 
dee. 

Area Senator Ahmed Zauna 
pur the death toll at 300, citing 
information provided by locals, 
in an account supported by nu¬ 
merous residents. 

Zanna said the town had been 


left unguarded because the sol¬ 
di ers based there had been rede¬ 
ployed tioith towards Lake Chad 
in an effort to rescue more than 
200 gids kidnapped by Boko 
Haram on April 14. 

The shocking mass abduction 
has spa iked global outrage and 
offers ot help from die United 
States, Britain, France and Chi¬ 
na. 

Nigeria’s response to the kid¬ 
nappings lias been widely criti¬ 
cised, including by activists and 
patents of the hostages who say 
the military’s search operation 
has been inept so far. 

The police on Monday of¬ 
fered 50 million naiia ($300,000, 
215,000 euros) tor any informa¬ 
tion leading to the girls rescue.

Rasmussen yesterday also said 
NATO "will not hesitate to rake 
ftiither steps if necessary" to beef 
up defences on its eastern fringe, 

"Those steps might include en¬ 
hanced exercises, revised defence 
plans and a proper deployment," 
lie said following talks with Po¬ 
land s foreign and defence min- 
i sters. 

As tensions with Russia over 
the Ukraine crisis Hare.

Report: Three dead after hre 
at home owned by Blake 

TAMPA (AFP) - Three people were found 
dead yesterday morning after a fire at a Flor¬ 
ida home owned by retired US tennis star 
James Blake, media reports said. 

The Tampa Tribune and WTSP television 
reported that firefighters responded to a call 
that the mansion inside the exclusive Avila 
Golf and Country Club was ablaze. 

The new spaper reported that the home was 
being rented out to others by Blake, who re¬ 
tired last year, and that Blake was at his home 
in Connecticut when the fire took place 

Identities of the victims have not be released 
by police, who also have not said if the blaze 
was the suspected cause of death in each case. 

The cause of the fire also remains under 
investigation. Structural damage might keep 
investigators from entering the stiucture to 
search for evidence until Thursday, police 
said. 

Blake, 34, won 10 ATP titles in a 14-year 
career that ended last August when he called 
it quits at the US Open. He was ranked as 
high as fourth in the world in 2006. 


Jailed Venezuela opposition leader in court today 



CARACAS (AFP) - Jailed Venezuelan opposition leader Leopoldo Lopez is to appear today at a hearing 
that could see him freed after 70 days detention for allegedly inciting deadly violence during anti-govern¬ 
ment protests, 

At least 41 people have died and more than 700 have been injured since students and other opponents 
of the leftist government of President Nicolas Maduro took to the streets in February to protest rampant 
crime, runaway inflation and shortages of basic goods. 

The arrest ot Lopez and other opposition lead era have fueled the ongoing protests, and their release was 
one of the conditions set by the opposition in talks aimed at ending the crisis. Those negotiations contin¬ 
ued behind closed doors yesterday. 

The latest hearing for Lopez 'will be held at 10 am (1430 GMT) today" in Caracas, defense lawyer Juan 
Carlos Gutierrez continued to AFP 

“We hope that the prosecutors charges will not be accepted... that Lopez will be treed,” Gutierrez added, 

A Harvard-educated economist who is leader ot the Popular Will party, Lopez lias been held in a military 
prison since he was arrested on February IS in the midst of a massive opposition protest rally. 

He was formally charged with inciting violence, arson, damage to property and conspiracy 

The Democratic Unity (MUD) opposition coalition said in a statement, the outcome ot the hearing will 
either "strengthen or further deteriorate the rule ot law." 

The defense will seek to rule out some of the evidence presented by prosecutors against Lopez. 

Criticizing the government "is a legitimate democratic exercise, especially from an opposition politi¬ 
cian, Gutierrez said, summarizing the defense strategy. 

Lopez's lawyers also plan to argue that "there is no direct relationship between Lopez's words and the way things turned out,” such as dam¬ 
age to the prosecutor’s or injuries to police patrols” during a February protest. They insist Lopez merely called tor "peaceful protests,”

Can coffee protect our eyesight? 



Mew York - Researchers from 
Cornell University in Ithaca. NY, 
recently published their findings 
in the Journal o fAg ricultural and 
Food Chemistry. 

We all know the main ingredient 
in coffee as caffeine - the stimu¬ 
lant that gives us that boost. But 
according to the research team, 
including senior author Chang Y, 
Lee. green coffee beans (raw coffee) 
only contain 1% caffeine. 

H owever. each raw coffee bean 
contains around 7-9% chlorogenic 
acid (CGA) - an antioxidant that 
has been associated with many 
health benefits, such as weight loss 
and reduction ot blood pressure. 

Past studies have also indicated 
that CGA may be a powerful neu¬ 
roprotectant, and there has been 
great interest m identifying neu- 
roprotective compounds that block 
hypoxia - deprivation of oxygen in 
areas ot the body. 

Researchers bound that coffee 
extract and CGA protected mice 
against retinal degeneration. 

The retina - a thin layer at the 
back of the eye that is made ot 
light-sensitive cells and other 
nerve cells that are responsible for 
receiving and organizing visual

in to filiation - is prone to hypoxia. 

“The retina is one of the most 
metabolically active tissues in tne 
body, consuming oxygen more 
rapidly than any other tissues, 
including the brain. ' rhe research¬ 
ers explain. 

u Therefore, it is susceptible to a 
variety of diseases caused by oxi¬ 
dative stress, including age-related 
macular degeneration, diabetic 
retinopathy, and glaucoma - all of 
which can lead to parti a. or com¬ 
plete bli ndness.” 

The investigators were interested 
to see whether coffee, particularly 
CGA, may prevent hypoxia and 
overall degeneration oft he retina 
in mice. 

They found that both CGA 
and coffee extract reduced RGC 
death in the mice by preventing 
down-regulation of Thy-1 - a cell 
surface protein. 

Earlier this year, Medical News 
today reported on a study suggest¬ 
ing that drinking two or more cups 
orco ffee a day may reduce liver 
cirrhosis death risk by 66%, while 
other research finds that a high col- 
tee intake may help against prostate 
cancer.

Researchers identity new 
genetic risk factor for 
premature birth

California - A new genetic risk 
factor has been discovered tor pre¬ 
mature birth, say scientists at the 
University of California, San Diego 
School of Medicine. 

The risk factor is related to a gene 
that codes for a p rotein that helps 
immune cells identify and attack 
group B Streptococcus (GBS) 
bacteria. 

“Pregnant women are universally 
screened for these bacteria during 
oregnancy and administered anti- 
iotics intravenously during labor 
it they test positive to protect the 
infant from infection, 1 ’ says co-au¬ 
thor Dr. Victor Nizet, professor 
of pediatrics and pharmacy at San 
Diego School of Medicine. 

“Our research may explain why 
some women and their infants are 
at higher risk of acquiring GBS 
infections titan others." he a dds. 

GBS is found in the vagina 
or lower gastrointestinal tract 
of 15-20% ot health y women. 
However, this bacteria can cause 
dangerous, hte-threatening infec¬ 
tions - such as sepsis or meningitis 
- in premature babies, 

Dr, Nszet and colleagues inves¬ 
tigated two proteins that bind 
to GBS. But while one ot these 
proteins, Siglec-14, activates the 
attack on the pathogen, the other, 
Si glee-5, suppresses immune 
response to the pathogen; 

The researchers found that the 
at t a ck-signaim g prot ei n. Siglec-14, 
is missing in some people, and 
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Japanese and Chinese Restaurant 


fetuses that do not have this protein 
are more at risk of premature birth. 
The scientists think the prema¬ 
ture birth risk could be increased 
because the immune response to 
GBS is imbalanced in the fetuses. 

An interesting anomaly o 1 GBS 
is that tt is not found in any other 
animal except humans, including 
chimpanzees with whom we share 
99% ot our protein sequences. 

A 2006 study conducted by 
the Vi rgmia Commonwealth 
University School ot Medicine 
identified a genetic variant that the 
researchers suggested accounts for 
the h igher rates ot premature birth 
experienced by black women in tne 
US, compared with white women, 
The Virginia team found that a 
change in a single nucleotide in 
the SERP1NH1 gene reduced the 
amount of collagen produced m 
the me mb raties that surroun d the 
fetus. As collagen lends stren gt h 
to these membranes, its absence 
makes them more prone to ruptur¬ 
ing. This genetic variant was found 
tot e more common among people 
with Afri can ancestry.

Ireland’s smoking 

Dublin - Visualize an Irish pub: there : s likely 
fiddles, pints, and smoke — and lots of it. 

While that may be a reality in some Irish pubs 
abroad, that hasn’t been entirely the case in Ireland 
tor the last decade. 

March 29 marked the 10-year anniversary ot a 
wor kpl ace smoking ban in Ireland, extending to 
pubs and restaurants. Ireland was the first coun¬ 
try worldwide to enact such a sweeping ban. The 
initiative made smoking in enclosed workplaces 


ban, 10 years later 

illegal, punishable by a tine ot up to 3,000 euros, 
or about $4,200. 

The ball lias spawned copycat laws across the 
globe. Norway and New Zealand followed that 
same year, as did Uganda. Now, dozens ot coun¬ 
tries from Brazil to Bhutan have joined Ireland 
in creating a nationwide workplace smoking ban 
— the United States not among them. Russia will 
join the list in June. 

Irish Minister for Health Dr. fames Reilly has 


hai led the ban as a success, stating the proof is in 
the nu mbers. 

“Recent research found 5,726 fewer smoking 
related d eat ns than would have been expected it 
the smoking ban had not been brought in." said 
Reilly, who Lost his father and brother to smok¬ 
ing-related illnesses, in a statement. “This is indis¬ 
putable evidence th at the ban is saving lives and 
improving our overall health as a nation.” 

Ireland's National Tobacco Control Office 
says the smoking prevalence rate decreased more 
than 7% since the ban, dropping from 28. 86% in 
March 2004 to 21.48% in December 2013.

Yellen: US economy to grow solidly 
after winter freeze 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The US econ¬ 
omy is on track for “solid growth 1 ’ in the 
second qualter after the winter freeze. US 
Federal Reserve Chair janet Yellen said yes¬ 
terday 

But with the housing industry slowing 
and unemployment stilt high, the econo¬ 
my still needs ,l a high degree of monetary 
accommodation/ 1 she told a congressional 
committee. 

And, she suggested, the Ukraine crisis 
poses a risk to the economy as would in¬ 
tensified financial stress in emerging market 
economies. 

In mostly sunny testimony to the joint 
Economic Committee of Congress, Yel¬ 
len said the growth stall in the first quar¬ 
ter stemmed From mostly transitory Factors, 
“including the effects of the unusually cold 
a nd sn owy wi ht er we at h er.'' 

“With the harsh winter weather behind 
us, many recent indicators suggest that a 
rebound in spending and production is al¬ 
ready under way” she said, 

Yellen said labor market conditions have 
improved “appreciably, " but that they “are 
FI far from satisfactory” despite the pickup

But she made clear that the Fed’s monetary 
policy — its ultra-low interest rate stance 
and its slow drawdown ot its bond-buying 
stimulus — are stiff appropriate and that 
policymakers do not foresee raising interest 
rates until mid- or late 2015. 

She pointed out that even as the taper of 
the quantitative easing (OF) program goes 
on — faffing from $85 billion in December 
to $45 billion starting this month — the Fed 
continues to buy bonds from the market. 

Yellen stressed that the buying helps the 
economy by putting “significant” down¬ 
ward pressure on longer-term interest rates, 
And she reiterated tne Fed view that infla¬ 
tion remains tame and is not likely to reach 
the Fed's 2.0percent target in the near ftitu re.

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A Killer Fungus Is Devastating Coffee Crops Across Central America 


A iLingiis sweeping across Central America is 
destroying coffee crops and causing exports to 
plunge. 

The lt coflee rust' 1 fungus, also called la roya, 
la as been thriving in recent years because ot cli¬ 
mate change, experts say. Higher temperatures 
across Central America have allowed the fungus 
to grow at higher altitudes. 

Growers have tried spraying fungicide on their 
crops to combat the coffee rust, but it hasn't 
worked. 

The fungus can also zap coffee beans of their 
flavor, according to experts. A coffee buyer said 
the coffee she tasted in Honduras was "very 
underdeveloped 1 ' and void of its usual flavors. 

The coffee rust affected local economies in 
Central America as big farmers hire fewer

workers to pick ripe cottee cherries, small farm¬ 
ers go into debt, merchants sell less, kids drop out 
of school to work for their parents, and landless 
migrant workers are paid even less. 

,l lt you frame this in terms of everyone that is 
connected to the economics of coffee. it's a very 
serious problem," Roberto de Michele, a specialist 
at the Inter-American Development Bank who is 
based in Guatemala City. 

Crops have been devastated by the fun¬ 
gus — Bloomberg reports that about 40% 
of Guatemala’s 2013-2014 crop could be 
lost to the fungus. Guatemala's coffee har¬ 
vest shrank 15% last year, according to 
The Times. 

The fungus could drive up coffee prices 
across the a'lobe.

The FI World Championship 
Spanish Grand Prix has been held at 
the Circuit de Catalunya every year 
since the circuit first opened in 1991. 
The race has also been held at Jerez

1976-79,1981), Montjuic (1969, 71, 
73, 75) and the Pedralbes Street 
Circuit (1951,’54}. 

Barcelona is the most familiar cir¬ 
cuit for FI teams - but for the first 
time this century, they arrive for the 
Spanish Grand Prix without pre-sea¬ 
son testing data from the Circuit de 
Catalunya - this being the first time 
it has not featured as a winter testing 
venue.

NHL: Blues extend Hitchcock coach¬ 
ing deal to next yeari 


SAINT LOUIS (AFP) - The St. Louis Blues 
extended the contract of coach Ken Hitchcock for 
next season on Wed n e sd ay, 10 d a ys after the team 
was ousted from the National Hockey League 
playoffs. 

Hitchcock guided the Blues to a club-record 52 
triumphs last season and the third-best record in the 
West e r n C on ferenc e, but St, L ouis was eliminated 
by the Ch icago Blac kh awks in the opening round 
of the Stanley Cup playoffs. 

Hitchcock ranks seventh on the NHL's all-time 
win list and second among active coaches with 657 
regular-season triumphs against 405 losses with 178 
draws or overtime losses with the Blues. Philadelphia and Columbus. 

The 62-y ear-old Canadian won the Stanley Cup as a coach with Dallas in 
1999 and was an assistant coach for the Canadian Winter Olympic hockey 
squad of NHL stars that won gold at Sochi last February. 

Hitchcock is 124-55-20 with the Blues in the regular season and was 
named t he NHL Coach of the Year in 2012, 
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
